He was a genius at finding or 
creating plausible excuses for all 
his actlons, however, iniquitous! 

It is diMcult to belleve that these 
machinations were not an intrinsic 
part of Hitler's gwn schemes, yet 
it seems but fair to relate that 1 
heard some months Iater a story 
which seemed to indicate that they 
were not. 

On his arrival at Prague on 
March 15, one of the first things 
which. Hitler expressed a wish fo 
do was to visit the hospitals. 

His entourage, probably soldiers 
and consequently less well infor- 
med than Himmiler’s blackshirts, 
asked him for what purpose. 

“To visit the German wounded, 
victims of Czech ill-treatment,” 
was. Hiller’s answer, 

As thero were none, his 
persuading him that such o visit 
would be uscloss. .- 

Possibly they induced him to 
believe that they existed every- 
where except In Prague itself, but 
if the story is true—and my source 
was both a Czech and a good one 
—it would seem to indicate ‘that 
some of the party were even more 
impatient {han Hitler himself, or 
even that the Fuchrer was to some 
extent nt Icast the tool of his. 
extremists. 

Once Hitler's final decision had 
been taken, everything possible 
was done to give to the proceed- 
ings, ot least In Germnon cyes, a 
spurlous air of legality.

He Jater Joined the 
Jewellery firm of U!mans tn Han- 
kow, and cventually became man- 
ager. .He came to Hongkong about 
flve years ago. 

The Inte Mr. ‘Dubola way u keen 
bowling enthusiast while in Hankow, 
and won a number of cups and 
trophies in that particular realm of 
sport, His recreation while in Hong- 
kong wos mostly spent in hiking. 

His wife and 17-year-old son, and 
hig nephew, Mr. Marcel Berrucx, 
manager of Messrs, Ullman and Com- 
pany, were present at the hospital 
when he dicd. He also leaves several 
brothers and sisters, scitttered all 
over the world. :

Struggle In Shop 


A dramatic nccount of the hold- 
up was given yesterday by Mr. P. 
Culderara, a young Swiss watch

“{ had returned to my office at 
nbout 4.50 p.m, when o Chinese clerls 
informed me that the manager of 
Messrs, Sennet Freres, Mr. Dubois, 
wished to see me immediately,” he 
sald, I left for the Gloucester Arcade 
und must have reached my destina- 
tion o few minutes before 5 p.m. 

“Mr. Dubois was sented at his desk 
in an alcove just under the stairs 
which Iead to an upper floor, facing 
the front of the shop, and I sat just 
opposite him. We had been’ in con- 
yersation about: five or seven minutes 
when our attention was attracted by 
the sound of voices at the counter 
which runs parallel te the window

saw o Well-dressed Chinese threaten- 
ing one of the shop's Chinese fokis 
with a revolver. There {s a faltly 
long show case in the middie of the 
shop running parallel to Pedder
